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Only scattered fighting 
disrupts Lebanese truce 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPI) — Rightist 
forces, aided by Israeli commandos and 
artillery, attacked and captured the lef­ 
tist village of Kfar Kala in southern 
Lebanon, the leftist Lebanese Arab 
Army said today. . 
Calm prevailed in most areas of 
Lebanon today, but reports from both the 
north and south indicated fighting has 
continued in areas not yet entered by the 
Arab peacekeeping army. 
A rightist official also told the indepen­ 
dent newspaper An Naha r that the right- 
wing "army for the defense of the south 
had captured Kfar Kala, near the border 
with Israel. 
The Lebanese Arab Army charged that 
the rightist attack on Kfar Kala was sup­ 
ported by Israeli artillery. It said the at­ 
tackers included both Lebanese rightists 


and Israeli commandos. 
The capital itself was quiet after a 
nighttime outbreak of fighting between 
the Syrian-backed Saiqa guerrilla group 
and another Palestinian faction, the 
Democratic Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine. 
At least 15 persons were wounded in 
the rocket and machine gun exchanges 
between the two groups Wednesday night 
and this morning, Palestinian sources 
said. It was the first shelling in the city 
since Syrian-dominated Arab peacekeep­ 
ing troops moved in Monday. 
The Palestinians said the dispute 
stemmed from an attempt by the Syrian- 
backed Saiqa guerrilla group to occupy 
offices they used to control in the Sabra 
neighborhood of Beirut, which had been 
taken over by the other faction. 


In the north, An Nahar said there was 
heavy fighting between leftists and 
rightists around Tripoli, with an escala­ 
tion Wednesday after sporadic clashes 
since Sunday. There were no casualty 
figures available. 
The Arab peacekeeping force has yet 
to enter the north in the area of Tripoli or 
push south to Sidon from its positions 
just south of Beirut. Currently, the Arab 
forces control about four-fifths of 


The clashes in Beirut between rival 
Palestinian groups stemmed from the 
return to the capital of the pro-Syrian 
Saiqa faction, which was exiled from 
leftist-Moslem territory in June, after it 
fought alongside the Syrian army against 
other Palestinian groups. 
Condemned killer with death 
wish rejects overdose treatment 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - Gary 
Gilmore, the condemned killer with a 
death wish, was returned to Utah State 
Prison today from a hospital where he 
refused medical treatment for an over­ 
dose of sleeping pills. 
His fiancee, Nicole Barrett, regained 
consciousness after two days in a coma 
and was expected to recover from her at­ 
tempt to kill herself as part of a suicide 
pact. 
Gilmore was rolled in a wheelchair 
between two lines of prison guards and 
state patrolmen out of University of 
Utah Medical Center to a prison auto. He 
climbed into the back seat between two 
guards for the 25-mile ride to the 
penitentiary, where he tried to kill 
himself Tuesday. 


The 35-year-old slayer, wearing prison 
whites and looking rested after two days 
in the hospital’s intensive care unit, ig­ 
nored newsmen’s shouted questions. 
The hospital staff was happy to see the 
departure of Gilmore, who refused all 
medical treatment today, repeatedly 
yanked needles from intravenous 
medicine tubes out of his arms, would 
not allow an X-ray of a lung where 
pneumonia had developed, tried to take a 
swing at a nurse on one occasion, and 
used abusive language on other nurses. 
In Provo, Mrs. Barrett, 20. finally 
came out of the coma caused by the over­ 
dose of pills she took at her Springville 
apartment in a suicide pact with the sl­ 
ayer. 
"She has regained consciousness, but 
Britain proposes deadline 
for ending Rhodesia talks 


GENEVA, Switzerland (UPI) — Bri­ 
tain today proposed setting Dec. 20 as 
the deadline for conclusion of the 
Rhodesia peace talks in an attempt to 
meet halfway the demands made by 
black nationalist leaders Robert Mugabe 
and Joshua Nkomo. 
British conference chairman Ivor 
Richard suggested this cut-off date in a 
meetihg with Mugabe and Nkomo, 
partners in an uneasy "Patriotic Front.” 
The two men Tuesday insisted on Bri­ 
tain fixing a definitive date for in­ 
dependence under black majority rule 
and a deadline for conclusion of the 
Geneva conference as their price for 
joining discussions with other delega­ 
tions on an interim government. 


Richard said BriUin could not and 
would not commit itself to any rigid, in­ 
dependence date but he agreed today to 
the second demand to fix a conference 
deadline.

GNP gain 
estimate 
revised 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Com­ 
merce Department today revised down 
to 3.8 per cent its estimate of real growth 
in the Gross National Product between 
July and September. 
The third quarter increase compared 
with a growth rate of 4.5 per cent in the 
second quarter and, as earlier in­ 
dicated. was the lowest since the reces­ 
sion ended in the winter of 1975. 
The GNP growth was estimated at an 
even 4 per cent in last m onth’s 
preliminary data made public im­ 
mediately before the presidential elec­ 
tion. 
At that time, the administration said 4 
per cent was the rate needed to maintain 
employment at current levels. 
The slippage in the revised report 
released today demonstrates in the 
broadest economic terms why unemploy­ 
ment rose in the third quarter although 
the economy appeared to be on a steady 
course. A drop below 4 per cent meant a 
slowing in production and consumption. 
But in another report today, the Com­ 
merce Department said corporate 
profits increased faster in the third 
quarter, rising 85.6 billion to a seasonal­ 
ly adjusted annual rate of $122 billion. 
Profits increased only $1.3 billion in the 
second quarter. 
Commerce Department officials said 
the GNP data was revised because con­ 
sumer spending was about $400 million 
below its preliminary estimate and the 
balance of trade deficit was deeper than 
anticipated The trade deficit was in­ 
creased another $2.5 billion. 
Officials estimated the GNP after 
eliminating the effects of inflation in­ 
creased $11.7 billion from the second 
quarter to $1 271 trillion in the third 
quarter. 
The downward revision in GNP was 
the second major negative change made 
in federal economic reports since the 
election. 


International 
Harvester workers 
walk off jobs 


in white dust

The white dust that falls on Lompoc 
and is breathed by residents contains 
"diatom fragments, black and brown 
opaque particles, transparent particles 
and plant pollen," reports the Oc­ 
cupational Health Branch (OHB) of the 
state Department of Health. 
The dust also contains asbestos fibers, 
but there is "no significant health 
threat" from this white material that, at 
times, coveis the cars and patios in 
town. 
Except for “probably a few more 
diatoms," the composition of the white 
dust is not different from the dust that is 
found “ in Gaviota or Santa Maria or 
anywhere else up and down the coast," 
James Unmack, OHB induitrial hygiene 
engineer, said this week in a phone inter­ 
view from Los Angeles 
According to Edward L. Everett, 
director of the environmental health 
division of the county’s Health Care Ser­ 
vices. the county requested OHB to con­ 
duct a field test of the white dust in 
response to a story that appeared in the 
Lompoc Record on August 25 which 
called attention to the ubiquitous 
material. 
In the story, some residents suspected 
the white dust comes from the stack at 
Grefco, Inc., a diatomaceous earth min­ 
ing and processing plant located just east 
of town. 
In a joint county-OHB study, upwind 
air samples were taken from the city fire 
department roof and downwind samples 
were taken from the county road 
maintenance yard on Highway 246 on 
August 31 and September 1. 
Bulk material samples also were taken 
from raw diatomaceous earth piles and 
from the exhaust stack scrubber at 
Gref co. 


All the samples contained "particles 
and fiberous m aterial of sim ilar 
morphology, i.e., diatom fragments, 
black and brown opaque particles, tran­ 
sparent particles and plant pollen, Un­ 
mack indicated in a recent letter to the 
county. 
"Asbestos fibers were found in all 
samples (analyzed) by the NIOSH 
method, using phase contrast optical 
microscopy at 400x magnification. One 
upwind sample showed 0.0004 fibers per 
cubic centimeter, all others showed less 
than 0 00005 fibers per cubic cen­ 
timeter," continued the letter. 
Ummack, during the interview, 
remarked that "it is safe to say" the 
asbestos levels do not represent a health 
threat. 
(The concentration of asbestos allowed 
in the working environment — as in a 
plant that uses asbestos — is two fibers 
per cubic centimer over an eight-hour 
period. No environmental limit has been 
set.) 
The industrial hygiene engineer said 
that the asbestos fibers found in Lom­ 
poc’s air samples come from the 
"natural soil" and are not unlike the 
asbestos that is found "widely along the 
coastal plans of California." 
The white dust air samples could not 
be identified as coming from the hills or 
a farmer’s field or from Grefco’s stack 
— all the samples contained the same 
kind of matter, said Unmack. 
He noted also that the white dust does 
not co n tain the pure form of 
diatomaceous earth that is mined by 
Grefco and Johns-Manville, another 
local plant. 
As to what levels of "particles and 
fiberous material" were recorded, he 
replied that they were "average com­ 
pared to what is found in rural locations 
we’ve been into in California."

Swine flu immunization 
program gains momentum 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The swine flu 
immunization program is gaining 
momentum but lagging among blacks 
and other minorities, a top government 
health official said today 
More than 20 million adults have been 
immunized against swine flu since Oct. 
1, the day the program began, Dr. Theo­ 
dore Cooper, assistant secretary for 
health in the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, told a news con­ 
ference. 
This represents more than 14 per cent 
of eligible persons aged 18 and older, 
Cooper said, the program’s most ardent 
supporter since it was proposed last 
March by President Ford. 


"I have seen an opportunity that’s un­ 
ique to do something about a scourge in 
the modern world," Cooper said 
He reported increasing immu­ 
nizations and "good progress in reaching 
the elderly and chronically ill" but said 
he was concerned that big city residents 
were showing little interest in the flu 
shots. Only 3.5 per cent of the eligible 
residents of New York City, for instance, 
have rolled up their sleeves for flu shots 
Dr. Delano Meriwether, the program’s 
national director, plans to meet with the 
Rev. Jesse Jackson and other black of­ 
ficials of Project PUSH in Chicago this 
week to discuss ways of increasing 
immunizations among minorities.

per family. 


The General Plan change was requested by 
Alden and Verda Barrios on behalf erf their 
proposed Rancho Laguna project at the ter­ 
minus of Myrtlewood Rd. The property has had a 
land use designation for residential at a density 
of 10,000 or more square feet per family.

A new study of the water 
resou rces in Santa Maria 
Valley stresses that the current 
annual o v erd ra ft of the 
groundwater basin there is 
about 8,000 acre-feet per year, 
with a substantial increase to 
perhaps 25,000 acre feet annual­ 
ly by the year 2025 unless ad­ 
ditional water resources are 
tapped. 
This finding of the Toups. Cor­ 
poration study, to which the 
County Water Agency had con­ 
tributed $1,000 to help finance, 
was announced toady by Water 
Agency 
Engineer-M anager 
Charles H. Lawrance. 
Lawrance said he is reporting 
to the Water Agency directors 
concerning the Toups findings. 
Counter measures to aug­ 
ment toe local supply sources 
include the possibility of con­ 
str u c tin g and o p e r a tin g 
sp read in g 
grounds, 
said 
Lawrance. He declared the 
study showed such a practice 
might be capable of securing an 
additional yield of 7,000 acre 
feet per year on a long-term 
basis. 
This would reduce the es­ 
timated accumulated overdraft 
in the Year 2025 by 350,000 acre- 
feet, he showed. 
Without some such counter 
measure, he declared, the ac­ 
cumulated overdraft could total 
as much as 750,000 acre feet 
during the next half century. 
The new study was carried 
out under a joint exercise of 
powers agreement between the 
county and the city of Santa 
Maria.

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The possibility that Exxon 
Corp. would run into need to 
comply with tougher new condi­ 
tions in seeking a time exten­ 
sion on a county permit for an 
electrical substation and un­ 
derground pipeline facilities in 
the El Capitan area was seen 
behind a request by Exxon 
Wednesday to the Planning 
Commission to drop the matter. 
Stanley Hatch, Exxon counsel 
from Santa Barbara, notified 
the commission the request was 
being withdrawn. The facilities 
involved are in connection with 
the permit for the proposed Ex­ 
xon onshore oil and gas process­ 
ing plant west of Goleta. 
Earlier, Exxon had asked for 
a two-year extension to May 27, 
1979. But one planning commis­ 
sioner in particular, Charles 
Graver, said he was consider- 


ing a proposal for a new 
requirement on Exxon before 
approval of any time extension. 
The new requirement he con­ 
sidered putting before the com­ 
mission. he said, was to require 
Exxon to process both gas and 
oil produced from its offshore 
platform at the same place. He 
said he wanted to prevent a pos­ 
sible compromise which the 
state might allow by which Ex­ 
xon could bring natural gas 
ashore at Las Flores Canyon 
and process and ship oil from 
offshore via tankers. This 
would be a “double disaster” 
from standpoint of pollution, he 
said. 
Hatch did not say so. but it is 
believed Exxon will try for the

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Fallout monitoring begins 
after China nuclear test 


HONG KONG (UPI) - China 
exploded its most powerful 
nuclear bomb ever and the 
fallout from the blast may 
spread to the United States 
within the next few days. 
Low-level fallout from a 
similar blast in the atmosphere 
in September settled across 
portions of the northeastern 
United States, particularly Pen­ 
nsylvania. 
In Washington, the Environ­ 
mental Protection Agency said 
Wednesday it has activated its 
monitoring system to try to 
locate any fallout cloud that 
may result from the hydrogen 
explosion. 
The EPA said it will be 
several days before it can 
determine whether any fallout 
has occurred and what areas of 
the United States would be af­ 
fected. 
American monitors said the 


blast Wednesday, the fourth by 
China this year, was in the four- 
megaton range — comparable 
to a million pounds of TNT. 
It was China’s 21st nuclear 
explosion since October 1964. 
A spokesman for the United 
States’ Energy Research and 
Development administration in 
Washington said the explosion 
occurred at 1 a.m . EST 
Wednesday at the Lop Nor test 
site in Western China’s Sin- 
kiang Region. 
“ This is the fourth Chinese 
test announced this year and 
the largest one we have ever 
detected," the spokesman said. 


The test was announced in a 
communique issued today by 
the official New China News 
Agency. The communique was 
accompanied by a commentary 
in the People’s Daily, official 
newspaper of the Chinese Com­ 


munist party. 
The communique said the test 
was “ a heavy blow to the two 
superpowers, the Soviet Union 
and the United States, which 
are pursuing hegemonism and 
attempting to practice nuclear 
monopoly and nuclear black­ 
mail." 
The Chinese emphasized that 
their nuclear testing was con­ 
ducted “ entirely for the pur­ 
pose of defense" and "declares 
once again that at no time and 
under no circumstances will 
China be the first to use nuclear 
weapons." 
The Chinese linked the test to 
current political developments 
in China ami the appointment of 
Hua Kuo-feng as new chairman 
of the Communist party. 


The previous blasts this year 
occurred Jan. 23, Sept. 26 and 
Oct. 17.

Government again puts clamps 
on standardized doctor fees 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
the second time in five months 
the government has cracked 
down on an arrangement by 
doctors to standardize prices 
they charge patients. 
The device involved is called 


the “ relative value scale.” 
While it does not specify the ex­ 
act prices doctors charge, it 
does set up a system whereby 
certain procedures are listed as 
being worth two or three times 
more than others. 
Economists predict 
sluggish '77 growth 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (UPI) - 
Two prominent economists said 
today the nation’s economic 
growth will be sluggish in 1977 
even with a substantial tax cut 
by the Carter administration. 
The economic outlook is dis­ 
appointing, said University of 
M ichigan P ro fs. Saul H. 
Hymans and Harold T. Shapiro. 
Their annual forecast was 
based upon the Michigan 
Quarterly Econometric Model 
of the U.S. economy. 
Hymans and Shapiro said 
economic recovery has slowed. 
Given current conditions, they 
said, “ the private sector is not. 
by itself, likely to generate a 
significant improvement in the 
rate of growth during 1977." 
Even with a tax cut of $13 
billion and other administrative 
efforts to stimulate the econo­ 
my, the researchers forecast a 
growth rate in real gross 
national product (GNP) of only 
4.3 per cent, down from 6.2 per 
cent in 1976. 
Thby predicted a slight in­ 
crease in the inflation rate and 
said unemployment should drop 
from 7.7 per cent to 7.1 per 
cent. 
“ By the end of 1977 — fully 


2Vi years after the recession 
trough — the unemployment 
rate will just about have made 
it down to 6Mi per cent,’’ 
Hymans and Shapiro said. “ And 
for all that sluggishness in the 
economy, the inflation rate will 
still be at about 5*4 per cent." 
The economists predicted 
purchases of consumer dura­ 
bles would rise by 5.1 per cent, 
down from 12 per cent from this 
year, and that corporate profits 
would increase by 17 per cent, 
down from 32 per cent. 


“ In our forecast, we are bet­ 
ting that the Carter adminis­ 
tration will act quickly to try 
and provide direct stimulus to 
the economy and that the presi­ 
dent will receive sufficient con­ 
gressional support to get a 
modestly stimulative fiscal 
program passed and operating 
within a few months of the in­ 
augural." they said. 
Hymans and Shapiro said the 
tax cut will have to be followed 
by substantial changes in fiscal 
and monetary policy and that 
the administration should adopt 
a “ serious incomes policy” 
short of outright wage and price 
controls. 
Klan wants Carter role 
in church ruling probed 


OMAHA. Neb (UPI) - The 
head of a Ku Klux Klan says the 
group has asked President Ford 
to form a special committee to 
probe circum stances sur­ 
rounding President-elect Jim ­ 
my Carter’s role in admitting 
blacks to his church in Plains, 
Ga 
Bill Wilkinson, imperial wiz­ 
ard of the Invisible Empire, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
said Wednesday the “ funda­ 
mental doctrine of separation 
of church and state is very 
m uch an issu e when a 
president-elect of the United 
States can use the influence of 
that position to subjugate the 


congregation of the Plains, Ga., 
Baptist Church to his will." 


Wilkinson was in Plains Sun­ 
day when the church’s con­ 
gregation voted to retain its 
minister and to admit blacks. 
Carter voted for both proposals. 


“ I spoke with several of­ 
ficials of the church who in­ 
formed me they were under 
great pressure to integrate the 
church." Wilkinson said. "If we 
are to remain a free republic 
we must protect the ritfits of all 
people. Not only the rights of 
the blacks must be protected 
but the rights of the whites as 
well." 


The result is that when a 
dollar figure is applied to the 
chart, in the view of the 
Federal Trade Commission, the 
result in effect can be across- 
the-board price fixing. 
The latest group to come un­ 
der the FTC scrutiny for the 
practice is the 12,000-member 
American College of Radiology, 
headquartered in Chicago. The 
group, which represents physi­ 
cians who do diagnostic X-ray 
work as well as those engaged 
in nuclear medicine, signed a 
consent order Wednesday 
agreeing to scrap the scale it 
was using. 
The FTC said the scale has 
"the effect of establishing, 
maintaining, or otherwise in­ 
fluencing fees which radiolo­ 
gists and nuclear physicians 
charge for their professional 
services and are in violation of 
the FTC act." 
In July, the American Acade­ 
my of Orthopedic Surgeons and 
the American College of Obstet­ 
ricians and G ynecologists 
signed a similar agreement. 
The FTC said Wednesday’s 
settlement is “ part of a con­ 
tinuing effort by the com­ 
mission to promote the provi­ 
sion of medical services to the 
public at a fair and reasonable 
cost." 


It added: 
“ Adherence to a relative 
value scale freezes the relation­ 
ship among fees for different 
procedures. In addition, publi­ 
cation of a relative value scale 
makes it convenient for physi­ 
cians to fix prices across the 
board merely by agreeing on a 
uniform conversion factor." 
Under the order the Ameri­ 
can College of Radiology will 
cease publishing the scale; 
recall those that are in the 
hands of doctors; distribute a 
copy of the FTC order to the 
doctors involved; and notify 
Blue Cross, Blue Shield, Medi­ 
caid and Medicare administra­ 
tors of the change.

Carter wants Democratic Party 
ok of executive dept shakeup 


PLA IN S, G a. (U P I) - 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
wants the Democratic leader­ 
ship to give top priority to 
granting him authority to 
reorganize 
the executive 
branch, which he said would 
take “ two to three years" to 
complete. 
The leadership’s reaction to 
Carter at their first post­ 
election meeting was cordial, 
but noncommittal to specifics 
of his program. 
According to a high Carter 
source, one congressm an 
praised Carter for acknowledg­ 
ing at a news conference this 
week that the nation may have 5 
to 7 per cent unemployment for 
much of his first term. 
The congressman reportedly 
said “ it was worthwhile to let 
the American people know 
publicly there was no quick-fix 
answ ers to our economic 
problems.” 
For the meeting, the presi­ 
dent-elect went to congres­ 
sional turf, the antebellum 
mansion of Sen. Herman E. 


Talmadge.D -Ga., near Lovejoy. 
Carter and the dozen ranking 
Democrats met reporters out­ 
side the mansion after the 
three-hour meeting. Later in 
the day, the source, who asked 
to remain unidentified, briefed 
reporters. 
Carter revamped the govern­ 
ment of Georgia as governor 
and made reogranization a 
major theme of his campaign. 
The source said that in the 
meeting Carter “ obviously felt 
the need to lead off with the 
reorganization. 
“ The governor emphasized at 
the outset, and, in fact, 
characterized as being particu­ 
larly important to him, what he 
felt was his commitment to the 
American people with regard to 
reorganization,” the source 
said. 
Carter told reporters he 
would like for the old Hoover 
reorganization authority, which 
recently expired, to be rein­ 
stated. This gives the president 
broad reorganization powers, 
subject only to veto by one 


chamber of Congress. 
Carter said he would make 
revision “ a very careful, a very 
deliberate process" the source 
said, adding, “ it’ll be two to 
three years before it’s com­ 
pletely consummated." 
The source said the congres­ 
sional reaction was “ generally 
favorable, quite favorable." 
With C arter standing by, 
reporters asked the leadership 
for their reaction. 
House Democratic Leader 
Thomas “Tip" O’Neill of Mas­ 
sachusetts, who probably will 
be speaker, pledged “ 100 per 
cent cooperation.” But O’Neill 
stopped short of m aking 
Carter’s legislative priorities 
his own, saying only that 
Congress “ will work with him." 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of 
Maine predicted that Carter 
would have a honeymoon, but 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson of Wiscon­ 
sin, said that, for instance, he 
needed to know the details of 
Carter’s health plan before 
predicting how Congress would 
react to it. 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va. (UPI) 
— President-elect Jimmy Cart­ 
er has informed 200 European 
and American politicians at­ 
tending the North Atlantic As­ 
sembly he plans to strengthen 
U.S. ties with NATO allies. 
Carter’s message was con­ 
veyed to applauding Assembly 
delegates by Rep. Jack Brooks, 
D-Tex., a member of the U.S. 
delegation. 
Brooks told the delegates, all 
politicians from the 13 West 
European nations which togeth­ 
er with Canada and the U.S. 
comprise NATO, that Carter 
had “ asked that I convey to you 
his deep d e d ic a tio n to 
strengthening our ties with our 
North Atlantic allies and work­ 
ing together to solve our mutual 
problems." 
Brooks said Carter “ sincere­ 
ly wanted to address the as­ 
sembly at this annual meeting 
... but he determined that the 
transition process would not 
allow time for him to do so. 
“ In our conversations, Gov. 
Carter did not set down any 
specific priorities for the 
development of future policies 
at this time, but rather stated 
that he was willing to under­ 
take that which is necessary to 
achieve the mutual benefits for 
which NATO was conceived,” 
Brook said. 
The assembly, at American 
insistence, scrapped a report 
accusing NATO of pursuing out­ 
moded defense policies based 
on fears fueled by military of­ 
ficials and arm s manufac­ 
turers. 
The report by Dutch Labor 
party parliamentarian Pieter 
Dankert also said East-West 
detente had suffered because it 
was too closely identified with 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 


singer. 
Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., 
head of the U.S. delegation to 
the 22nd annual assembly con­ 
ference, attacked the report in 
harsh terms and, in an action 
aides termed unprecedented, 
the assembly rejected it out­ 
right on grounds it takes too 
soft a view of the Soviet 
strategic threat.

SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
Utah health officials say they 
will issue arrest warrants for 
suspected carriers of a penicil­ 
lin-resistant strain of gonorrhea 
unless they cooperate with 
treatment programs. 
Bonnie Bullock, veneral dis­ 
ease treatment director for Salt 
Lake County, and Ron Cremo, 
VD program director for the 
state Health Division, said the 
public health threat posed by 
the super strain of gonorrhea 
prompted the get-tough policy. 


The health officials said they 
received a poor response to a 
plea two weeks ago for all 
gonorrhea victims in Salt Lake 
County to report to clinics for 
follow-up treatment because of 
the penicillin-resistant strain. 
Mrs. Bullock said only about 
two dozen people responded and 
there were still 394 who had not 
been checked. She said some 
suspected carriers had refused 
to submit to further treatment. 


OPEC to meet on schedule 


Russian haze found to be smog 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet 
scientists say they have discov­ 
ered the secret of that lovely 
blue haze that hangs over 
mountains on a fine summer 
day. 
It’s just country smog, they 
say. 
Tass news agency reported 
today that a team of atmos­ 
pheric experts from the Acade­ 
my of Science undertook a 
study of blue haze over the 
mountains of Soviet Georgia, 
far from industrial centers. 
The stuff that has inspired 
poets, lovers and song writers 
is solar conversion of gases 
given off by vegetation into 
solid and liquid particles, the 
study concluded. 
“ Every one of these particles 


represents a m icroscopic 
chemical retort where reac­ 
tions are regulated by the 
meteorological situation," the 
scientists reported 


Convict taken 
to court over 
prison 'rent' 


PONTIAC, Mich. (UPI) - 
The state of Michigan has taken 
a convict to court to make him 
pay cash for his room and 
board. 
The attorney general’s office 
is suing Charles Vance From, 
jailed for receiving stolen

Under the act, passed to 
lighten the taxpayers’ burden, a 
convicted felon who can afford 
it must pay $12.14 a day for 
room and board in the nation’s 
largest walled prison.

VIENNA, Austria (UPI) - 
Econom ic e x p e rts'o f the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries, holding a 
week of preliminary talks on a 
new oil price, say the cartel’s 
ministerial meeting will take 
place as scheduled next month. 
Western diplomatic sources 
in Paris said Wednesday, howe­ 
ver. the oil-producing countries 
are likely to postpone their 
meeting to see if TTiird World 
nations gain any benefits in a 
final round of economic talks 
with industrial nations sche­ 
duled for the same time in 
Paris. 
"As far as we are concerned, 
the ministerial meeting still 
opens Dec. 15 at Qatar," infor­ 
mation chief Hamid Zaheri said 
Wednesday following a third 
meeting of OPEC’s Economic 
Commission. 
Zaheri added, however, that a 
delay erf “ one or two days" 
might be possible. He said such 
a delay would not be “ unu­ 
sual." 
French officials said they 
believed OPEC members will 
postpone their meeting to Dec 
18 or 19 in order to keep the oil 
price increase as a “ Sword of 
Damocles" hanging over the 
heads of the industrialized na- 


tions attending the P aris 
meeting. 
OPEC officials said they have 
heard reports that Indonesian 
oil minister Mohammed Sadli, 
the current president of the 
OPEC ministerial meeting, was 
sounding out other OPEC 
members about a possible 
delay. 
“ A delay could only be 
decreed by the ministers with a 
unanimous decision,” Zaheri 
said. “ So far, we have heard 
nothing about such a decision.” 
The economic experts, meet­ 
ing at OPEC’s Vienna head­ 
quarters, are expected to con­ 
clude their discussions by the 
end of this week, Zaheri said. 
“ They will submit their 
recommendations to the minis­ 
terial m eetin g," he said. 
“ Their findings will remain 
secret until the ministers get 
them” 
There is strong belief among 
oil sources here that the ex­ 
perts will suggest an increase 
of at least 10-15 per cent effec­ 
tive next January. 
OPEC officials said the 
oil price, frozen since Oct. 
1975. will have to be “ adjusted" 
in line with global inflation 
Officials said the 13 members 
are still divided about the 


amount of an increase 
Saudi Arabia favors a “ mo­ 
dest” increase of 10 per cent 
while some hardliners, led by 
Iran, want. 25 per cent, oil 
sources said.

Miller said Folsom, who was 
elected since the last JK F 
death anniversary, requested 
the Greater Dallas Council of 
Churches, sponsor of the event, 
to call off the observance at the 
plaza on the advice of those who 
had helped organize it in the 
past.

Citizen Band fans 
get bid from REACT

The stalem ate in contract talks 
between the AFL-CIO Firefighters 
Union and the county administration 
conceivably could be broken before the 
county takes possible unilateral action 
Nov. 29, it was learned today. 
County Employe Relations Officer 
William Gill confirmed reports that the 
county negotiating team has scheduled a 
session with the union negotiators Fri­ 
day morning in the County Administra­ 
tion Building. 
Meanwhile, Deputy County Counsel 
Bruce Dodds, who is preparing to don the 
robes of a Superior Court judge Jan. 3, 
says he still is not ready to air any opi­ 
nion he might have as to legality of any 
Board of Supervisor action lengthening 
the firemen’s work week on Nov. 29 or 
thereafter. 
Dodds has represented the county in 
labor relations matters such as the 


firemen’s dispute, and served as legal 
counsel for the county in June, 1975, 
when the firemen conducted a strike. 
Gill said that union representatives 
called to ask if the county was prepared 
to meet,as Gill had stated in a letter to 
the union apprising them the hours of 
firemen was a subject due to come 
before the board Nov. 29 at its weekly 
meeting. 
The union firemen, who have been 
engaged in numerous legal and other 
protest matters with the county ad­ 
ministration in recent years, represent 
the only county employe group working 
without a county contract. 
The firemen’s pact expired July 1, and 
contract talks have been held intermit­ 
tently with the county since last spring. 
Little or no progress has been made on 
several key items, including hours. 
Other county employe groups won a 3 
per cent pay boost, plus certain fringe 


benefit items, and only clerical and top 
officers in the Fire Department who are 
not union members have received the 3 
per cent increase. 
When the county administration sought 
to have its problem firemen transferred 
to state jurisdiction, Gov. Brown 
allegedly stepped into the picture to pre­ 
vent such a takeover, infuriating county 
supervisors and the administrative of­ 
fice. 
That turnaround by the state led to 
more inconclusive contract negotiations, 
with the county finally seeming to lose 
patience and scheduling the firemen’s 
hours situation to be discussed Nov. 29.

Chrysler pact ok'd; UAW 
turns full attention to GM

D ETRO IT (U P I) - The 
United Auto Workers, with its 
contract at Chrysler Corp. 
ratified despite a near veto by 
skilled tradesmen, turned its 
full attention today to General 
Motors where 390,000 workers 
are set to strike at one minute 
past midnight. 
Approval by the skilled 
tradesmen, who hold a veto 
power over any auto industry 
contract despite their small 
numbers, came on a 622-vote 
margin out of 11,106 votes cast. 
The final tally was announced 
late Wednesday by an obviously 
relieved Douglas A. Fraser, the 
UAW vice presideht who 
Employes call

'cheapskate' 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - An 
employes’ group has prepared a 
Christmas card for Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr. — one that 
càlls him a “ cheapskate” and 
demands that he declare 
Christmas Eve and New Year’s 
Eve as holidays for state 
workers. 
The small 3,500-member 
Clerical and Allied Services 
Em ployes distributed the 
Christmas card Wednesday and 
encouraged state employes to 
mail them to Brown. 
“ Please don’t play Scrooge 
with us,” the card said. 
"Declare Christmas Eve and 
New Year’s eve state holidays 
and give us a chance to 
celebrate with our families.” 
Both Christmas and New 
Year's days this year fall on 
Saturday and the group’s 
members don’t want to work 
the two Fridays before the holi­ 
days. 
Brown later told reporters: 
"W e are not going to give them 
an answer until a month before 
Christmas.’’ He said that would 
give members of the group time 
to mail the cards. 
The group said it was asking 
Brown to declare the holidays 
because Christmas and New 
Year’s fall on Saturday this 
year. The government code 
provides that when a holiday 
falls on Sunday, the following 
day is a state holiday. 
“ However.’’ a spokesman for 
the group said, “ there is no 
provision for time off when a 
holiday falls on Saturday.’’ 
The 110,000 state employes 
have about 10 holidays a year. 
Naydeane Troy, president of 
the group, said it would save 
the state electrical and mainte­ 
nance expenses by shutting 
state government down for the 
two days. 
The Christmas card included 
this poem: 
•Twas the day before 
Christmas 
And all through the state 
All the clericals were work- 


negotiated the pact. 
The remainder of the 118,000 
U.S. and Canadian Chrysler 
workers overwhelmingly ap­ 
proved the contract, which is 
patterned after the pact won at 
the Ford Motor Co. during a 28- 
day strike and expected to be 
matched by GM. The Ford pact 
also was nearly defeated by the 
dissident skilled tradesmen, 
finally passing on a 489-vote 
margin. 
UAW Vice President Irving 
Bluestone warned late Wednes­ 
day that GM negotiators had 
better begin responding to UAW 
demands if they hoped to avoid 
an unprecedented second auto 
industry strike in one year. The 
official deadline is 12:01 a.m. 
EST Friday at GM’s 117 plants 
in 21 states. 
Sources in d icated the 
negotiations were hung up over 
the union’s demand for a GM 
pledge not to interefere with 
organizing efforts in the South 
and company reluctance to 
match the Chrysler and Ford 
agreements on reduced work­ 
time — a total of 13 new paid 


days off during the life of the 
three-year agreement. 
‘‘In all of Wednesday’s 
negotiations, only a small 
number of issues were resolved 
and the pace of the negotiations 
seemed to have slowed down 
somewhat,” Bluestone said. 
"We are striving for a settle­ 
ment, but if a settlement is to 
be achieved, GM must step up 
the pace of the negotiations.” 
Fraser said he could not 
figure out why the Chrysler 
skilled tradesmen voted in such 
large numbers against the 
agreement. 
Many skilled 
tradesmen — carpenters, mill­ 
wrights, tool and die makers, 
e le c tric ia n s and o th er 
craftsmen — said there was not 
enough spread between their 
wages and those of production 
workers, but Fraser discounted 
that. 
" I wish I could say what 
caused the large negative 
vote,” he told a late-evening 
news conference. “ There was 
no single issue that caused the 
negative reaction against the 
agreement.”

Obscene language on CB 
radio brings indictment 


INDIANAPOLIS (U P I) - A 
self-employed Indianapolis con­ 
tractor was convicted Wednes­ 
day on federal charges of using 
obscene language on the 
Citizens’ Band airways. 
Lewis L. Simpson, 31, was 
found guilty at a jury trial on 
six counts of a nine-count in­ 
dictment. 
No date was set for senten­ 
cing. 
Simpson was accused of using 
indecent language in conversa­ 
tions on a CB channel last 
February. The broadcast was 
monitored by numerous resi­ 
dents and recordings of it were 


introduced in evidence during 
the two-week trial. 
Sim pson’s attorney at­ 
tempted to prove much of the 
language used by Simpson, 
though considered indecent, is 
now tolerated by society. 
But Assistant U.S. Attorney 
John Hudgins argued Simpson’s 
case was different from ob­ 
scenity proceedings dealing 
with adult movie theaters and 
bookstores since his broadcast 
was over a public airway. 
The case was one of the first 
in federal court involving the 
use of the increasingly popular 
CB radios. 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
American-born "Tokyo Rose” 
returned to the courthouse 
where she was convicted of 
treason in 1949 and requested a 
presidential pardon so she 
would not die without a country. 
"Age is creeping up on me 
and I can’t wait forever,” Iva 
Toguri D ’Aquino, 60, said 
Wednesday, in her first news 
conference since her release 
from prison 20 years ago. 
The sm all, bespectacled 
woman, who was bom on July 4, 
1916, has continually pleaded in­ 
nocent to being the voice, which 
beamed propaganda broadcasts 
from Tokyo Radio to GIs in the 
Pacific during World War II. 
"America is my home. It will 
always be my home. American 
citizenship is a deep, valuable 
thing. You don’t recognize the 
value of it until you don’t have 
it.” 


Mrs. D’Aquino, who was 
reared in Los Angeles, graduat­ 
ed from UCLA and runs an 
import-export business in 
Chicago, said she was not seek­ 
ing exoneration, merely a 
pardon to regain her citizen­ 
ship. 
She served 6Mk years of a 10- 
year sentence in West Virginia 
and was fined $10,000. 
Accompanied by her lawyer, 
Wayne Collins, and a crowd of 
supporters, Mrs. D’Aquino. in a 
symbolic gesture, went to the 
old federal courthouse, where 
she was convicted, and handed 
an envelope containing the peti­ 
tion to San Francisco Post­ 
master Lim P. Lee. 
The petition was mailed to 
U .S . 
Pard o n 
A tto rn e y 
Lawrence Traylor, and if it 
clears the F B I and attorney 
general, it goes to the Presi­ 
dent. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Di­ 
plomatic officials say Henry 
Kissinger’s final efforts in of­ 
fice will be aimed at increasing 
American influence among 
moderate countries in the Mid­ 
dle East and South Asia. 
The diplomats said that if 
President Ford had been 
elected, Kissinger would have 
begun a new round of negotia­ 
tions, aimed at a comprehen­ 
sive peace between Israel and 
the Arabs. 
With Ford leaving office Jan. 
20, Kissinger now is concentrat­ 
ing his efforts on giving the next 
administration as wide a set of 
options as possible. 
One effect of Kissinger’s 
plan, which is described by 
diplomats as a continuation of 
his shuttle diplomacy that 
began in 1973, is to isolate and 
w eaken 
the 
so-called 
"rejectionist states” — Iraq 
and Libya, the most radical of 
the Arab governments. 


Another effect is to slightly 
cool relations with Israel, but 
the Israelis, according to the 
diplomatic sources, support 
Kissinger’s policy of increasing 
American influence with the 
moderate Arabs and are willing 
to pay a small price in their 
relations with Washington. 


Israeli officials objected pub­ 
licly when the United States 
voted in the U N. Security 
Council to deplore Israeli oc­ 
cupation policies in Arab 
territories, but, privately, the 
Israelis said the vote represent­ 


ed no im portant shift in 
American policy. 


The sources said an impor­ 
tant success for Kissinger’s 
diplomacy came when Egypt 
and Syria agreed to settle their 
hostility along lines which were 
suggested by the United States, 
and backed by Saudi Arabia. 
Egypt has acceded to Syria 
becoming the dominant power 
in Lebanon; Syria has finally 
accepted the Egyptian-Israeli 
agreement in the Sinai, and will 
apparently renew the mandate 
for the U.N. observer force in 
the Golan Heights. 


U.S. officials said it appears 
probable that the Middle East 
will have to be one of the first 
problems to be addressed by 
the new administration and Kis­ 
singer’s policy w ill present 
President Carter with an un­ 
precedented amount of influ­ 
ence among the moderate 
Arabs. 


The sources said an early 
m eeting between C arter 
leaders and Middle East 
figures, including Israeli prime 
minister Yitzhak Rabin, will 
probably be necessary. In his 
public statements, Carter has 
not disagreed with the sub­ 
stance of Kissinger’s Middle 
East diplomacy, although he 
criticized the “ Lone Ranger” 
style of achieving it.

Saul Bellow, winner of this 
year’s Nobel Prize for literatu­ 
re, has been chosen to give the 
1977 Jefferson Lecture in 
Humanities, the National Coun­ 
cil on the Humanities an­ 
nounced Wednesday. 


Bellow, professor of English 
at the University of Chicago, 
will give two lectures in March 
1977. the first in Washington 
and the second in Chicago.

“ I am so glad to read that you are publishing the 
recipe for Aunt Bill’s brown candy,” said the voice 
over the phone this week. “ I had it once and used it for 
years until somehow it got lost.” 
So the recipe taken from the Daily Oklahoman 52 
years ago and offered to The Record by Katherine 
Weber, will find a »welcome in the files of another 
recipe collector. The women agree that it takes a bit of 
work and Mrs. Weber suggests a helper for the candy 
maker. ‘‘But the results are well worthwhile,” they 
declare. 
Aunt Bill’s Brown Candy 
3 pts. white sugar 
1 pt. whole milk 
1/4 lb. butter 
1/4 tsp. soda 
1 tsp. real vanilla (from a pharmacist) 
2 lbs. pecans 
Method: Pour 1 pt. sugar into heavy skillet over low 
heat. Stir steadily for 1/2 hour until melted. It should 
look like light brown sugar. 
Now — put 2 pts. of sugar and 1 pt. milk in second 
skillet and cook over low heat, while cooking first 
batch. As soon as sugar has melted, pour into second 
batch, pouring stream no larger than a fine knitting 
needle 
Stir across bottom of pan (on low) all the time. Cook 
to firm ball stage (246 degrees). Turn off heat and add 
soda and butter. Set off stove for 20 minutes. Add 
vanilla and beat with wooden spoon until mixture is 
heavy and thick and dull in appearance. Add nuts. 
Candy can be kept indefinitely. It can be shaped into a 
roll and sprinkled with chopped nutmeats, and sliced 
as desired. 


See’s $1,500 Christmas Fudge 
Mrs. Weber has a story relating to the name of this 
special fudge, obtained from a friend some years ago. 
Mix in large bowl (do not cook) — three 6 oz. pkgs. 
chocolate chips, 2 cups nuts. 1/2 lb. butter, 1 pt 
marshmallow whip (8 oz jar) and 2 tsp. vanilla ex­ 
tract. 
In saucepan, mix. stirring constantly, 4 1/2 cups 
sugar and 1 large can condensed milk. Boil 10 minutes 
after it reaches a boil. Pour over the other mixture and 
stir untij melted, then pour into buttered pan and cut in 
diamond shapes. 
Stuffed Oranges 
A nice addition to a holiday meal is Mrs. Weber s 
recipe given here. 
6 oranges 
1/2 cup stewed dates 


1/2 cig> chopped nuts 
1/2 cup shredded coconut 
1 egg white 
1/2 cup powdered sugar 
Slice top off each orange, carefully removing pulp. 
Discard all tough membrane. Clean and chop dates. 
Mix with nuts, orange pulp and coconut. Refill the 
orange shells. 
Beat egg white until stiff, adding sugar gradually. 
Continue beating. Pile atop oranges, brown in oven and 
serve hot around ham, other meat or fowl. 
Alice’s Recipes 
From my sister, Alice Shean of Silver City, N.M. 
come the following recipes appropriate especially at 
the holiday season. Always made as a Christmas treat 
for her daughter Marjone Harsh (my favorite niece) 
are 
Honey Nuts 
Make a syrup of 11/2 cups sugar. 1/4 cu d honev and 
Vt cup water. Boil until it makes a soft ball. Add food 
coloring to pink or light green. Stir in 2 cups nuts 
(pecans or walnut halves) until the syrup becomes 
thick and creamy. Turn onto wax paper, separating 
nut$.. 


Sherry Cake 
4 eggs 
3/4 cup cooking oil 
3/4 cup sherry 
1 pkg. vanilla pudding mix 
1 pkg. yellow cake mix 
Dash of nutmeg 
1/2 tsp. butter flavoring 
Mix and bake in a Bundt pan at 350 degrees for 50 
minutes. Before removing from pan cool for 10 
minutes. Glaze or dust with powdered sugar. 
Boiled Raisin Cake 
1 cup brown sugar 
1/2 cup shortening 
1 cup raisins 
1 cup cold water 
1 tsp. each cloves and cinnamon. 
Boil for 5 minutes and cool. Using same pan, add 1 
1/2 cups flour, 1 tsp. soda and 1/2 tsp. baking powder. 
Bake 40 minutes at 350 degrees. If you want frosting, 
cover with powdered sugar icing while still hot.

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W ater board moves to fix danger 


Confronted with a report 
from a consulting firm that a 
dangerous condition exists in 
the fill that supports the 6.5 
million gallon Zone 2 water 
storage reservoir along Alamo 
Pintado Ave., north of Baseline 
Avenue, directors of the Santa 
Ynez River Water Conservation 
District, Improvement District 
No. 1 authorized steps be taken 
immediately to correct the 
situation. 
The reservoir is used by im­ 
provement district to provide 
water storage and service for 
Ballard, Baseline Ave., the 
Santa Ynez Valley Hospital 
area, Santa Ynez Oaks and the 
upper portion of Solvang. 
At the session, the board 
received and considered a com­ 
plete and in depth report on 


conditions of the reservoir as 
prepared by Geotechnical Con­ 
sultants, Inc., of Ventura 
following an extensive on-site 
examination of the reservoir. 
A survey of the condition of 
the reservoir was ordered by 
the board last month. 
The report stressed what it 
termed the dangerous condition 
existing in the fill. The board 
agreed to take the necessary 
steps to mitigate the condition 
and it authorized further 
en g in eerin g stu d ie s and 
preparation of plans necessary 
for correcting the condition. 
Directors pointed out that the 
reservoir is being operated at a 
reduced water level and they in­ 
dicated that this level would be 
even further gradually reduced. 
Eventually, it will be necessary 


to take the reservoir complete­ 
ly out of operation while the 
repairs are being made, direc­ 
tors said. 
Alternate plans are being 
develop to continue cosmetic 
service to customers served by 


the reservoir but it was said 
that all agricultural irrigation 
services provided by the reser­ 
voir may have to be suspended 
during repair period. 
A board spokesman said for­

Some portions of the project 
considered for implementation 
in clu d e re b u ild in g and 
strengthening the fill, reloca­ 
tion of utilities, including the 
main line to the reservoir and 
drain and overflow lines to and 
from the reservoir as well as 
control vaults now located at 
the bottom of the fill. 
The project will also entail 
the relocating of the road serv­ 
ing the reservoir which is par­ 
tially in face of the existing fill. 
Additional drains will be con­ 
structed within the fill itself as 
another safety factor. 
The board also agreed to 
replace the lining of the reser­ 
voir while the unit is out of ser­ 
vice. The reservoir contains the 
original panel craft lining 
which was installed at the time 
the system was built in 1961-’62. 
The lining will be replaced with 
an improved type of rubber and 
nylon interwoven lining. 
Dependent on weather condi­ 
tions and the availability of fill 
— possibly from a location near 
the reservoir — the reservoir 
improvement project is ex­ 
pected to take between two and 
three months to complete. A 
layer of gravel drain will also 
be placed in the reservoir itself 
as part of the work program. 
In keeping with district policy 
to safeguard water sources, the 
board agreed to write a letter to 
the State Water Resources 
Control Board urging that an 
expeditious solution be worked 
out to relieve sanitary disposal 
problems being encountered by 
the Santa Ynez Community Ser­ 
vices District. 
Announcement was also 
made that plans and arrange­ 
ments to provide full service to 
the new improvement areas on 
the Santa Ynez Indian Reserva­ 
tion are being finalized as a 
result of a joint meeting in San 
Francisco Oct. 15 of several 
federal agencies along with 
representatives of the district.

Grist mill a significant landmark 


(Editor s note: This is the 
first in a series relating to 
historical landm arks, both 
state and county, in the Santa 
Ynez Valley which will appear 
in The Record on an intermit­ 
tent basis.)

Sheltered under huge oaks in 
the shadow of Old Mission 
Santa Ines and but a short dis­ 
tance from the heart of the 
Danish-American tourist town 
of Solvang is one of California’s 
most significant but little 
known California Historical 
Landmarks. 
It is the Mission’s Old Grist 
Mill, once situated on Mission 
land but now part of the ranch 
owned by Thorvald and Carl 
Rasmussen, long-time resi­ 
dents of Solvang. 
The grist mill was dedicated 
under a bright and extremely 
hot sun on Sept. 9, 1950, as a 
State Historical Landmark and 
the bronze plaque unveiled by a 
direct descendant of Joseph 
(Josel Chapman, the Yankee 
builder, was revealed to the 
public almost to the hour of that 


day 100 years before when 
President Millard Fillmore 
signed a document making 
California the 31st state to 
enter the union of the United 
States. 
The bronze plaque unveiled at 
the dedication tersely describes 
the grist mill’s origin; 
"Built in 1829 by Joseph 
Chapman, Bostonian deserter 
from Pirate Bouchard, who 
burned Ortega Adobe, Rancho 
del Refugio, Chapman arrested, 
sentenced to firing squad but 
paroled to Mission Santo Ines 
As master workman, built this 
New England type grist mill 
and duplicate at Mission San 
Gabriel 
Married Guadalupe 
Ortega at Mission Santa Ines, 
founded important California 
family 
Marker placed by 
California Centennial Commis­ 
sion in cooperation with Reina 
del Mar Parlor No 126, Native 
Daughters of the Golden West. ” 
Legend has it that Chapman 
while on parole at the Mission 
learned to create exquisite fur­ 
niture, how to make a garden 
grow and a vineyard flourish.

But, his triumphant achieve­ 
ment was the building of the 
grist mill, the first eastern type 
to be constructed in California. 
Later, Chapman built a copy 
of the Santa Ines Mission mill 
at San Gabriel. 
In later years, Chapman 
became known as a man who 
could cure many ills and was 
soon conferred with the title of 
doctor. 
He was given the opportunity 
to repay the Ortegas for the 
burning of their adobe when 
Don Antonio Ortega’s daughter, 
Guadalupe, suffered a broken 
arm. Chapman responded to 
Ortega’s request to set the arm 
properly and the grateful Don 
Antonio offered Chapman 
anything that was his. 
Chapman asked for the hand 
of his daughter and Don Antonio 
agreed. 
Mrs. Fremont Older in her 
book, "California Missions and 
Their Romances,” describing 
the day of the marriage of the 
Yankee and the California 
senorita said "music was never 
gayer, nor did bells peal more 
merrily than on Nov. 5, 1832, 
when Pirate 
Joe’ Chapman 
took as his bride at the Mission. 
Dona Maria Guadalupe Ortega, 
with Father Antonio Rodriguez 
officiating 
The reform ed 
Pirate of Bouchard’s band was 


baptized Jose Juan after he won 
the heart of the descendant of 
Ortega, discoverer of Califor­ 
nia 
, _ 
The signatures of Chapman 
and his bride appear legibly and 
clearly today in a register of 
marriages kept in the archives 
of the Old Mission. 
Mrs. Older said "Smiling 
Joseph Chapman, reformed 
American pirate, had a plea­ 
sant life at San Gabriel ... doc­ 
tor, blacksmith, carpenter, 
‘Pirate Joe’s ’ versatility cap­ 
tivated the padres. He hewed 
timbers for the Los Angeles 
Plaza Church. Directed by 
Father Bernardo Sanchez, he 
built a 60-ton sh ip , the 
Guadalupe. From a canyon 50 
miles distant, Umbers were 
carted to San Pedro, assembled 
and launched. ‘Pirate Joe’s ’ 
grist mill, Molino Viego,’ was 
finally used as a private golf 
house by the late H E. Hun­ 
tington.” 
Chapman and his family in 
later years moved to Santo Bar­ 
bara where he built an adobe 
home near West Beach between 
Chapala and Bath Streets. 
He died at the age of 56 on 
Jan 9, 1849 in Santo Barbara 
and was buried in the cemetery 
of Old Mission Santo Barbara 
with Fr. Gonzales Rubio, OFM. 
officiating. The location of his 
grave is unknown 


Mobile home 
park again 
turned down 
The County Planning Com­ 
mission for a second time 
Wednesday decisively rejected 
a proposal by Ventura Inter­ 
national. Inc. for a General 
Plan amendent to pave the way 
for a mobile home park on a 
25.5 acre Buellton property. 
County supervisors who had 
asked the planners for a new 
look at the project in the pos­ 
sibility that it might be in the 
public interest will be informed

The County Planning Com­ 
mission spent several hours 
Wednesday debating pros and 
cons of a rezoning proposal for 
an access-plagued Buellton 
property which McDonald’s 
hamburger chain is eyeing as 
its newest site in the county. 
Voicing dismay at the sixth 
continuance of the public hear­ 
ing in the case to next Jan 19 
was a rival hamburger shop 
operator, William Kenyon. 
Kenyon, owner of the Burger 
Man Drive-In. on property close 
by the site of the Mandalla 
property sought for rezoning, 
warned the commission that 
entry of McDonald’s would add 
to traffic congestion and pollu­ 
tion of toe area, and also pose 
major access problems from 
State Rt. 256 near the Highway 
101 on-ramp south of the state 
route. 


“These continuances are not 
helping my situation,” said Ke­ 
nyon. "I hope this is the last." 
Assistant Planning Director 
Paul Wack assured Kenyon the 
delays were needed to enable 
the landowners, Mark and Joan 
Mandalla, to negotiate with the 
applicant to get an easement 
recorded to solve the access 
problem and submit a develop­ 
ment plan. 
Kenyon said Buellton was 
‘‘ loaded’ ’ now with eight 
restaurants, and hardly needed 
another one, especially one that 


would add to traffic perils and 
pollution.

LONDON (UPI) - James 
Butler had a great idea way 
back in 1867 - a jet airplane. 
He patented it and waited for 
the offers to pour in. 
They didn’t because Butler 
was one of that band of inven­ 
tors who conceive a genuine ad­ 
vance for mankind before there 
is any way of making it com­ 
mercially practicable. 
There is a chance, of course, 
that Butler might have known 
of a patent granted two other 
Englishmen, Stringfellow and 
Henson, in 1842 which described 
a heavier-than-air plane. They 
were actually reputed to have 
flown a model 60 years before 
the Wright brothers. 
But in 1842 there was no 
engine that could propel such a 
plane so Stringfellow and 
Henson were only expressing on 
their patent what a U.S. 
Federal Court of Appeals called 
“a prophetical possibility.” 
It’s fairly easy to think of 
those, said the magazine New 
Scientist in a cautionary tale 
for inventors. It’s very hard, 
though, to bring them into com­ 
mercial use. 


The Federal Court decision 
came in the suit of Rear Ad­ 
miral Bradley Fiske who in 1912 
patented a system of dropping 
one-ton torpedoes from planes. 
The trouble was that at the time 
there was no plane that could 
lift a torpedo that size and no 
torpedo that could hit the water 
without exploding. 
Eventually the U.S. Navy 
through 
e x p e n siv e 
experimentation did develop 
plane-carried torpedoes. Fiske 
sued and lost. 
Georges Valensi was luckier 
than most. He was granted a 
patent in 1939 for color televi­ 
sion receiver circuitry — 
before there was any color tv 
to receive. His patent, which 
should have expired in 16 years, 
was extended to 1971 so he could 
receive some reward for his 
work. 
Patent extensions are very 
rare. 
An American named Heal 
patented the idea of making 
glass by the float process in 
1902. Sir Alastair Pilkington 
perfected the floating of molten 
glass on a liquid bed in 1953 


after seven years and $7 million 
worth of research. 
Heal thought up an idea. Sir 
Alastair made the theory work. 
That’s the big difference in the 
patent world between the 
dreamers and doers. Pilking- 
ton’s sp ecific method is 
protected by scores of patents. 


Alexander Graham Bell 
made practical the conception 
of a telephone which another 
American named Drumbaugh 
had tinkered with some five 
years earlier. Whoever heard of 
Drumbaugh? 


New Scientist mentioned a 
patent application by a German 
chemical firm (BASF) for an 
ingenious method of raising 
submerged ships by pumping 
expanded plastics into them. 
The German patent examiner 
refused the application on the 
ground he had once seen a 
movie cartoon in which Donald 
Duck raised a sunken boat with 
pingpong balls.

Law enforcement agencies are 
keeping suspicious watch on 
that new American tradition, 
the garage sale. 
Police have suspicions that 
the summertime popularity of 
residential sales allows an un­ 
restricted flow of stolen goods 
th ro u g h 
th e 
c a s u a l 
neighborhood outlets. 
The city license bureau peo­ 
ple get edgy when some garage 
sales continue for weeks, un­ 
loading limitless amounts of 
borderline rubbish in depart­ 
ment store style. 
“ Fencing (selling stolen 
goods) at garage sales is going 
on — there is no question that it 
is.” said Detective Dennis J. 
Noelle of the fence detail of the 
Portland Police Bureau. 
Noelle, like spokesmen in 
Eugene, Springfield, Salem and 
Rose burg, added, however, that 
police have not actually recov­ 
ered stolen goods from garage 
sales. 
“On occasion though,” Noelle 
said, “we’ve heard later about 
stolen property that’s already 
gone through garage sales.’* 
Police, not ones to dampen 
the free enterprise that allows 
families to periodically unload 
old baseball bats and Beatles 
albums at garage sales, seemed 
to agree that their primary con­ 
cern is with a few more com­ 
m ercialized events where 
newer appliances and clothing 


som etim es ap p ear. 
“ We 
check certain likely locations 
every so often, said one detec­ 
tive with the Roseburg Police 
Department, “just to let the 
folks know we re keeping track 
of them.”

trundled through garage doors

“second-hand dealer’s license 
since 1966 to m aintain a 
semblance of control. The con­ 
tinuing sales eith er m ust 
declare themselves a business 
and purchase a license if they 
are in a business zone or quit 
operating. “ It comes in handy,” 
said Phil Bishop, city parking 
ticket and licensing supervisor, 
“when someone gives us a call 


complaining that his neighbor's 
been in business for three or 
four weeks out of his garage 
door and that the traffic around 
his home and the merchandise 
piled on his lawn is starting to 
get distracting. 


“Then we'll go out and tell 
him to close up shop” in the 
likely case that the sale is being 
run in a residential zone where 
no business license (including 
one for second-hand dealers)

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Be­ 
cause of the appearance of new 
Russian strategic missiles and 
delays in reaching a SALT II 
agreement, the Ford adminis­ 
tration has decided to go ahead 
with production of the Minute- 
man III Intercontinental Mis­ 
sile. 
Official notification of the 
decision to build an additional 
60 rocket boosters was made in 
a Nov. 8 letter to Rep. Melvin 
Price, D-IU., chairman of the 
House 
Arm ed S e rv ic e s 
Com m ittee, 
from Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld. 
The new missiles are sche­ 
duled to start coming off the 
production line next October, 
D efense 
D ep artm en t 
spokesmen said Wednesday. If 
the adm inistration had not 
acted to use funds for 
Minuteman 
procurement 
provided by Congress at its 
request earlier this year, the 
line would have shut down this 
fall. 
Procurement of the Minute- 
man boosters w ill account for 
$260.7 m illion of the $322.4 
million approved by Congress. 
The Pentagon said a decision on 
whether to spend another $56 3 
million earmarked for a more 
powerful warhead for the mis­ 
siles “ w ill be forthcoming.” 
The Pentagon also said no 
decision has been made to put 
the new m issiles into silos 
ready for firing, where they 
would replace older Minuteman 
II missiles 
The Soviet Union has de­ 
ployed three new land-based 
missiles within the 1974 Vladi­ 
vostok agreement lim it of 1.320 
missiles carrying more than 
one warhead, and is developing 
a fourth. 
“ The Minuteman III missile 
is the only strategic weapon in 
production and thus the only 
near term option for an in­ 
crease in U.S. strategic 
capability to show our resolve 
in light of the Soviet initiati­ 
ves,” the Pentagon said. 
As for SALT II talks, the Pen­ 
tagon said, “ U ntil such an 
agreement is Completed and 
ratified, we do not feel it is in 
the national interest to turn off 
the only ICBM production line 
that we have.”

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VEN TURA (U P I) - A Cam arillo State 
Hospital nurse says hospital administrators 
afraid of losing their jobs are responsible for the 
chronic mismanagement, 
overdrugging and 
staff problems at the state mental facility. 
“ I don’t think it is Sacramento, it’s people 
afraid to say anything to people in Sacramento 
because they don’t want to lose their positions,” 
said registered nurse Linda Jean Holder, a 13- 
year employe at the hospital. 
Mrs. Holder Wednesday accused hospital ad­ 
ministrators of “ covering up” conditions at the 
hospital and told grand jurors probing 13 unusual 
deaths at the facility that her repeated com­ 
plaints were ignored. 
“ When people come down from Sacramento to 
visit the hospital, they put new pajamas on the 
patients and new sheets on the beds,” she 
testified “ They call in help from the other units 
to make it look as if there are enough staff 


there...they cover up what conditions we really 
have to work' under.” 
Mrs. Holder said that on three occasions she 
witnessed hospital employes “ choking out” un­ 
ruly patients. She declined to name the 
employes saying that in each instance she had 
shouted ‘let go’ and they let go. 
“ There are many things wrong with this 
hospital and I ’m glad this is being brought out,” 
she said, adding that she is being transferred 
shortly to another unit because she has been 
classified “ a troublemaker.” 
“ I ’m being moved because I make a lot of 
noise,” she said. 
She said employes routinely administer heavy 
tranquilizers to patients because there are not 
enough staff personnel to handle them. When she 
refused to give medication she felt was too 
heavy, she said she was disciplined by ad­ 
ministrators. 


Hawaii hotels indicted on price-fixing 


HONOLULU (U P I) - A 
federal grand jury has indicted 
nine hotel corporations and the 
Hawaii Hotel Association on 
charges of price-fixing and 
violating the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act. 
The U.S. Attorney’s office 
Wednesday concurrently filed a 
civil suit against seven hotel 
companies and the association 
asking that the defendants be 
enjoined permanently from fix­ 
ing prices as alleged. 
Narrfed as defendants in the 


indictment were ITT-Sheraton 
of Am erica and five other 
Sheraton corporations, the H il­ 
ton Hotel Corporation, Cinera­ 
ma Hawaii hotels, Flagship 
International, and the associa­ 
tion. 
Named in the civil suit were 
Sheraton, H ilton, W estern 
International, 
Cinerama 
Hawaii. Flagship International, 
Interisland resorts, Island Holi­ 
days and the association. 
Both the suit and the indict­ 
ment charged that the alleged 


violations occurred “ sometime 
prior to 1966” until at least Dec. 
20, 1974. The defendants were 
charged with exchanging 
current and future information 
about room rates “ for the pur­ 
pose of fixing, maintaining and 
stabilizing” room rates at ar­ 
tificial and noncompetitive 
levels. 
The indictments were the 
third in the past year by the 
federal government against the 
Hawaii visitor industry for 
alleged violations 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
predicts that “ shocking” condi­ 
tions w ill be uncovered at nurs­ 
ing homes and community care 
facilities — worse than those at 
state mental hospitals where 
patient deaths and abuses are 
under investigation. 
“ W e’re now uncovering 
things that have been there for 
decades,” Brown said of the 
disclosures about slate mental 
hospitals, “ and I think we’re 
going to see a lot more. 
“ And, after we get through 
with the mental hospitals, 
you’re going to start looking at 
the board and care homes and 
the other places in the com­ 
munity and you are going to 
find things that are even 
worse.” 
The governor, talking with 
reporters Wednesday, did not 
offer any specifics on what he 
expected to find in the private 
community care facilities, 
which are subsidized by the 
state. But he said it would be 
“ the kinds of things you find at 
the mental hospitals.” 


State Health Director Jerome 
Lackner said, meantime, that 
teams of specialists have been 
conducting surprise visits on 
weekends and at night to in­ 
vestigate nursing homes and 
community care facilities for 
mentally and developmentally 
disabled patients. 


The 11-facility state hospital 
system has been the subject of 
investigations into patient 
deaths and abuse in two 
Southern California hospitals. 


Metropolitan in Norwalk and 
Camarillo in Ventura. The ac­ 
creditation for the psychiatric 
treatment wing at Napa State 
H o sp ital also is being 
challenged because of many 
deficiencies. 


After the state hospital probe 
reaches its high point, Brown 
said, “ I would expect there w ill 
be focus on community care 
facilities and their inadequa­ 
cies, and they w ill be shock­ 
ing.” 
CB interference suit filed 


SUNNYVALE (U P I) - When 
William and Nora Birkley tried 
to get Mary Tyler Moore on 
television, they often got 
“ Swamp Dog” instead. 


So they filed suit this week 
against Randy Amerine, who 
lives down the street and broad­ 
casts under the CB handle of 
“ Swamp Dog.” 


They assert that Amerine’s 
broadcasts too often come dur­ 
ing prime time television and 


play havoc with reception on 
two of their television channels. 
Talks with Amerine and ap­ 
peals to the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission have 
been fruitless, the suit asserts. 
The Birkleys also allege “ a pat­ 
tern of harassing” by Amerine. 
The suit asks $10,000 in 
damages and a court order to 
prevent Amerine from broad­ 
casting at times when his signal 
interferes with the Birkleys’ 
reception. 


Pressed for details, Brown 
said, “ I ’m just giving you my 
expectation. If you have people 
who have a difficult time taking 
care of themselves, and you 
don’t have a lot of continuous 
scrutiny, there’s a temptation, 
especially when there’s a profit 
motive connected — just the 
logic of it would incline one to 
look into it, and we are looking 
into it.”

ticipate a lot of it in the 
future.” 
He cited the department’s ac­ 
tion Tuesday to begin license 
revocation procedures against 
a 99-bed nursing home in 
Garden Grove. 
An inspection showed the 
home allegedly provided 
insufficient food to meet menus 
for patients, did not make 
medications available “ in a 
tim ely manner for patient 
administration” and physician 
orders were not followed.

Dan O’Herlihy 
tackles FDR

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) - 
Dan O’Herlihy has snagged 
one of the most interesting 
parts of the year. In the up­ 
coming movie, “MacArthur, 
he’s playing Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 
“Good parts like this,” says 
the Irish actor, “come along 
maybe once in ten years.” 
He says he had never 
thought of him self as an 
F D R. look-alike. But, with a 
false chin and jowls, 
pince 
nez and cigaret holder, he 
does look like the late presi­ 
dent. 
“I am not trying to imitate 
him,” O’Herlihy says. “I’m 
an actor, not a mimic. Mimics 
duplicate the person’s voice, 
but don’t get to the heart of 
the man. You need an actor 
for that.” 
He did try to get some of 
F.D.R.’s rhyth/ns of speech 
and habits of behavior. To do 
that, he watched hours of film 
of Roosevelt. 
He says Universal, which is 
making “MacArthur,” with 
fZreporv Peck in the title role, 


auditioned m any F.D .R . 
doubles. But he says they 
eventually decided to go with 
an actor in the part, rather 
than just trying to duplicate 
the look of the man. 
O’Herlihy is a veteran ac­ 
tor, but he says he still con­ 
siders acting his hobby. He 
was trained as an architect 
and acted on the side, until he 
realized his hobby was becom­ 
ing more lucrative than his 
profession. 
“I feel fortunate,” he says, 
“that I’ve been able to indulge 
my hobby so long. I’ve really 
never worked — I’ve just in­ 
dulged by hobby.” 
**» 
I have to read many books 
on or by show business people, 
and most of them are self- 
serving (only natural) and 
often boring (unnatural). The 
exceptions are few, but there 
is one out now. It’s Anne Bax­ 
ter’s “Intermission.” 
It’s the story of her four 
years in Australia, when she 
was married to Ran Galt, an 
American who tried to run a 


ranch in the Australian out­ 
back. It’s a unique story and 
Anne tells it beautifully. 
“I’m not a writer,” she 
says. “I’m an author — one 
isn’t a writer until the third 
book.” 
She says she wrote it, first, 
a dozen years ago, then put it 
aside md virtually forgot it. 


FOR DOUBLE - Actor Dan 
O’Herlihy in makeup for his 
role as President Franklin D.

Then she dug it out and com­ 
pletely rewrote it several 
times. 
“For the last rewrite,” she 
says, “I holed up in a Detroit 
hotel with a bunch of legal 
pads and pencils and a case of 
Chunky chicken soup. It was 
hard work.” 
She says that being an ac­ 
tress helped her as a writer. 
She visualized everything, liv­ 
ed through every experience 
again. 
Now that she’s a writer — 
or author — has that helped 
her as an actress? 
“I’m not sure,” she says. 
“It’s all too new. But I do 
know this — rather than 
accept a mediocre part, I’d 
rather try writing something 
else.” 
She says she found writing 
difficult, but that there were 
“joyous moments” within the 
difficulty. 
“There is no moment as 
joyous,” she says, “as when 
you find the one, the only, the 
precise word to use in a cer­ 
tain situation.”

12th man is a real brain 


SAN DIEGO (UPI) - As San Diego 
State University head football coach 
Claude Gilbert puts it: “If that son-of-a- 
gun could block, we’d really have 
something.” 
Gilbert is talking about his team’s 
“jlth man” — the computer across 
campus from the athletic offices. 
The computer can’t go onto the field 
and catch a winning touchdown рам, but 
every Tuesday morning it delivers a 
three-inch stack of data which assists the 
coaches in deciding what and what-not to 
do next game out. 
“Everybody uses their computer a lit­ 
tle bit differently, but we use ours 
primarily to scout ourselves,” said of­ 
fensive coach Ted Tollner. He added that 


many teams across the country use com­ 
puters. 
“We want to know what our tendencies 
have been, what we usually do in a given 
situation, just how predictable we’re 
being.” 
The computer bases its data on infor­ 
mation supplied by the computer's 
programmer, Dick Ledesnta, who charts 
every offensive play of every game — 
recording 17 facts on each play. 
“We can show them what they’ve done 
in every down and distance category,” 
said Ledesma, “We can run a report on 
how successful each play has been. We 
can do one on what the team has done out 
of any given formation.”

Edging Indians 


off own land 


WASHINGTON - In the name of 
civilization, white Americans have 
pushed the Indians off their hunting 
grounds and herded them into reserva­ 
tions The only wilderness left open to 
them is Alaska’s vast, frozen tundra and 
timberland. 
By Act of Congress, this last open 
territory was granted 
to them in 1971. The 
A laskan 
Indians, 
Eskimos and Aleuts 
were declared to be 
the rightful owners of 
Alaska’s wilderness. 
Their ancestors had 
roamed this harsh 
country for centuries. 
The Supreme Court 
supported their right 
to the region in an 1837 
decision. The in 1969. a 
giant consortium of oil 
companies, known as 
Alyeska. prepared to 
build the A laska 
pipeline 
The company, in 
clearing the right of way for the pipeline, 
found the authorities unsure over who 
owned the Alaskan wilderness. The 1971 
Act was supposed to have settled the is­ 
sue. 
But the federal bureaucracy, as we’ve 
pointed out in the past, doesn’t always 
pay attention to the laws that Congress 
passes. Hie Interior Department has 
shown a decided reluctance to imple­ 
ment the Act. 
The department has been receiving 
pressure from the same selfish white in­ 
terests that have succeeded in sub­ 
verting Indian treaties in the past. The 
big game hunters and recreational in­ 
terests fear, not without cause, that the 
natives will limit the hunting on their 
land. 
Business and political circles are also 
uneasy over the economic power the 
natives will wield if they finally gain con­ 
trol of their vast acreage. Already, 12 
federally funded, native corporations 
have been set up to determine how best 
to develop the land. 
The Interior Department, therefore, 
has been obstructing the transfer of the 
Alaskan wilderness to its native owners. 
Congress gave Interior the authority, for 
example, to reserve certain easements 
The purpose was to provide the general 
public with rights of way across native

government that systematically welshes 
on its commitments. 
DICTATORS BEWARE: With Jimmy 
Carter in the White House, several 
Democratic congressmen will seek next 
year to strip tinhorn Latin American dic­ 
tators of their military aid 
The group, led by Rep. Edward Koch, 
D-N.Y , claims that the military 
governments face no threats from exter­ 
nal enemies and are using American 
weapons to oppress their own people. 
Carter has indicated that he will con­ 
sider human rights in dealing with 
foreign nations Koch expects to have his 
support, which he will solicit after the 
new foreign policy team is appointed 
Koch, a key member of the appropria­ 
tions subcommittee that dispenses 
foreign aid, succeeded this year in 
pushing through legislation embargoing 
military aid to Uruguay. He cited 
Uruguay's use of U S.-supplied weapons 
to torment its own people. 
Next year, he plans to concentrate on 
the military outlays to such repressive 
governments, as Argentina, Bolivia, 
Brazil. Paraguay and Nicaragua There 
are a “ lot of Uruguays in Latin 
American” he told us. 
WATCH ON WASTE - The Federal 
Trade Commission was cited in a recent 
congressional study as the second most 
effective federal agency It is effective 
not only in doing the taxpayers’ work it 
turns out, but also in spending the tax­ 
payers’ money. 
The FTC concluded a regional direc­ 
tors’ conference in Nashville, for exam­ 
ple, with a sumptuous smorgasboard of 
Chinese delicacies and booze. The $900 
bill was picked up by the taxpayers. 
When the bill arrived at the FTC’s 
finance office, an outraged civil servant, 
Herb Nelson, refused to approve it. He 
was overruled by the agency’s executive 
director, R T. McNamar. 
The former chairman, Lewis Engman, 
didn’t like the reception on his office tv 
set So the FTC bought him a color set 
for 1500 
A lowlier FTC employe, Gerald H 
Smith, was put in charge of a special 
field station in Detroit. Yet at the same 
time, he was carried on the rolls of the 
University of Michigan as a full-time stu- 
dent. 
Smith used an air-conditioned govern­ 
ment car to communte the 40 miles 
between his office in Detroit and the un­ 
iversity in Ann Arbor. He submitted 
vouchers claiming he had driven the car 
thousands of miles on government

But in view of the greatly enhanced 


powers of the presidency and the 
leadership role of the United States in 
world affairs, the question is whether 
this interval is not too long. 
No one can begrudge Jimmy Carter 
the vacation — he calls it a working 
vacation — he is taking at Sea Island, off 
the coast of his native Georgia. There is 
a way, however, in which he could ad­ 
vance the pace of international coopera­ 
tion and contribute to checking the 
deterioration of the world economy. That 
would be by designating at the earliest 
possible moment his Secretary of the 
Treasury. 
Presumably this would be a man 
familiar with international finance. 
While he could make no commitments, 
he could work in close harmony with the 
retiring Treasury Secretary William 
Simon, 
There would be no reason why he could 
not travel abroad to meet on an informal 
basis with central bankers and even with 
heads of state. This would be a helpful 
leap forward for the president who in the 
end must bear the responsibility. 
The 20th amendment has an in­ 
teresting history. It was proposed by 
Congress on March 2.1932, at the start of 
the bitter campaign that year between 
the incumbent President Herbert 
Hoover, and Gov. Franklin D Roosevelt 


of New York. The hard-fighting senator 
from Nebraska, the late George W. 
Norris, had for years pushed an amend­ 
ment to abolish the futile and often 
damaging lame duck session. 
The ratification of the amendment was 
completed on Jan. 23, 1933. Franklin 
Roosevelt had won the election and was 
to take office the following March 4. 
What followed, as the country sank into 
the greatest depression in history, was 
an extraordinary test of wills. 
The unhappy Hoover in the White 
House wanted to consult with FDR or his 
principal aides on steps that might be 
taken to check the swift drop into the 
abyss. 


But Roosevelt was fearful that he 
would be committed to ameliorative 
measures insufficient to curb the rising 
toll of unemployment and business 
bankruptcies. The overtures from the 
beleaguered White House were rejected. 
When Roosevelt took the oath of office, 
with the ringing declaration, “ we have 
nothing to fear but fear itself,” every 
bank in the country was closed. The new 
president was immediately launched on 
his first hundred days, bringing about the 
enactment of the whole range of legisla­ 
tion that is the basis for today’s Social 
Security and unemployment insurance. 


I do not mean to suggest that anything 
even as remotely catastrophic as this is 
in view. Nevertheless, the indicators at 
home and abroad are far from encourag­ 
ing. Much of what President Ford has to 
say about returning the country to 
prosperity is seen to be just what it was 
— campaign rhetoric. 
President Ford has shown every 
willingness to cooperate in the transition 
period. He is an honorable man of the 
best intentions. Simon, too, would be a 
willing cooperator at the Treasury. Such 
consultations would not bind the incom­ 
ing president. They would be an as­ 
surance to the world of some degree of 
continuity. 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller has 
set an excellent example. He provided 
both the president-elect and vice- 
president elect Walter Mondale with 
briefing books on his experience in the 
office and its limitations and potentials. 
This should prove invaluable. A 
Rockefeller-Mondale meeting quietly in 
private would be another advance. 
Sailing an uncharted sea for the next 71 
days is almost too much to ask of the 
travelers on the ship called earth. The 
charts that came out of Jimmy Carter’s 
campaign were defined only in the 
broadest outline. We need more at this 
critical moment in history.

There is a push at two levels to get 
more minority educators into positions 
of leadership, on the one hand at the 
policy making level and on the other at 
the classroom level. 
The prestigious Rockefeller Founda­ 
tion has announced funding for the 
former, “ to test a new concept in post­ 
doctoral training for 
minority educators on 
the West Coast.’ ’ 
Beginning 
in 
D ecem ber, 
“ the 
program offers an ex­ 
perience in postdoc­ 
toral preparation in 
educational 
manage­ 
ment to professional 
minority executive 
educators holding doc­ 
toral degrees.” Foun­ 
dation officials say 
that “participants will 
work in a special ex­ 
perimental environ­ 
ment with coequals 
and with nationally 
known experts in a 
variety of management-oriented fields to 
discuss and analyze critical problems 
facing education and to design and 
evaluate action projects in order to 
resolve them.” 
Trustees of Allan Hancock College got 
a progress report this week on the se­ 
cond part of the equation — the clas­ 
sroom level. There are presently 12 
minority students attending the junior 
college under a program that brings 
them each $1,500 a year or $150 a month 
during the school year. All the students 
are classroom aides and all are headed 
in the direction of becoming fullfledged 
classroom teachers. 
It is a first for Hancock and trustees 
and educators generally are watching 
the program carefully. 
Both programs are spurred by 
statistics showing that California schools 
have a minority population of 35 per 
cent, but only nine per cent of the 
teacher force and four per cent of the 
principals are from minority ranks. 
Even worse, only one per cent oi the 
superintendents are minority group 
members.
